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Rules  and  Regulations. 


1.  — All  rules  and  regulations  will  be  strictly  enforced. 

2.  — All  exhibits  must  be  on  the  grounds  and  ready  to  be  judged 
at  9.  a.  m.  on  Tuesday    Sept. .  17. 

3.  — All  exhibitors  must  be  prepared  to  bring  their  stock  into 
the  ring  to  be  judged  on  first  call  of  the  Director  in  charge. 

4.  — All  Vegetables,  Fruit  or  Produce  of  any  kind  must  have  been 
grown  by  the  competitor  ;  if  proven  otherwise,  the  competitor  to  forfeit 
the  prize. 

. — To  avoid  confusion,  all  plants,  flowers,  fruits  and  vegetables 
should  be  labelled  with  their  proper  names. 

6.  — Exhibitors  of  cattle  and  horses  must  see  that  their  animals  are 
securely  tied. 

7.  — Exhibitors  must  show  the  exact  number  of  specimens  named 
in  this  list,  so  that  each  class  will  have  uniform- plates. 

8.  — Those  to  whom  this  book  may  be  sent,  when  they  are  finished 
with  it,  or  if  they  have  no  use  for  it,  will  confer  a  favor  on  the  Society 
by  handing  it  on  to  others. 

9.  — Competitors  must  have  been  bona  fide  owners,  for  three  months 
of  the  animals  or  articles  exhibited. 

10.  — The  Secretary -Treasurer  will,  in  every-  case,  withhold  $1.00 
from  all  prize  takers  for  trie  next  year's  membership,  as  required  by 
the  Act,  Art.  57. 

11.  — Art.  108.  The  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  on  the  exhibition 
grounds  is  strictly  forbidden. 

12.  — All  articles  competing  must  be  on  the  Secretary's  books  or 
no  prize  will  be  paid. 

13.  — All  Exhtbits must  remain  on  the  Grounds  until  5.  p.  m.,  of 
Wednesday,  September  18th, — unless  permission  to  remove  any 
exhibit  shall  have  first  been  obtained  from  the  Secretary,  who  shall 
give  the  exhibitor  a  pass,  to  enable  him  to  take  any  exhibit  from  the 
grounds  but  this  permission  shall  not  be  given  unless  the  exhibitor 
shall  first  deposit  the  sum  of  TWO  DOLLARS,  which  deposit  shall 
be  refunded,  if  the  exhibit  be  returned  to  its  place  on  the  grounds  by 
9  a.  m.  of  the  following  day,  otherwise  the  said  deposit  with  the 
amount  of  any  prize  won  on  the  exhibit  in  question  shall  be  forfeited 
to  the  Society. 

14.  — No  animal  or  bird  exhibited  shall  have  about  it  any  prize 
colors  or  cards,  until  the  awards  have  been   made  in  their  respective 

classes. 

15.  — Any  person  exhibiting  any  animal  or  bird  of  which  he  is  not 
the  bona  fide  owner  shall  forfeit  any  premium  awarded  him. 

16.  — The  ages  of  animals  will  date  from  Sept.  1st.  Animals 
born  before  that  date  will  be  considered  one  year  older  on  above  date. 

jy. — While  the  Directors  will  take  every  possible  precaution 
undei  the  circumstances  to  secure  the  safety  of  exhibits  the  owners 
themselves  must  take  the  risk  of  exhibiting,  and  should  any  exhibits 
be  injured  lost  or  stolen,  the  Society  is  not  held  responsible 
therefor. 
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18.  — Any  exhibitor  lodging  a  protest  must  make  it  in  writing 
and  it  must  be  delivered  to  the  president  or  secretary  within  three 
hours  of  the  cause  of  protest.  It  must  state  plainly  the  cause  of 
complaint  and  must  be  accompanied  by  a  deposit  of$i.oo  which  will 
be  forfeited  to  the  Society  if  the  said  protest  is  not  sustained. 

19.  — Any  person  or  persons  showing  Thoroughbred  Cattle  as 
Graders    will    be  disqualified. 

Admission  to  the  Grounds. 

20.  — Single  tickets  admitting  one  person  25  cts,  and  children 
I5cts.    Admission  in  all  cases  by  ticket. 

21.  — First  class  music  will  be  provided  during  the  Exhibition. 
A  number  of  special  attractions  in  addition  to  the  regular  Exhibition 
will  be   provided  for  the  entertainment  of  visitors. 

22.  — Any  member  using  profane  or  abusive  language  towards  the 
Judges,  Officers  or  Directors  of  the  Society  will  forfeit  any  prize  or 
prizes  he  may  have  won  and  may  be  expelled  from   membership  in  the 

Society. 

23.  — Members  of  the  Agricultural  Society  for  the  present  year 
will  be  provided  with  members  tickets  entitling  them  to  free  admis- 
sion to  the  Grounds.  Such  ticket  will  bear  the  name  of  the 
person  to  whom  issued  and  are  positively  not  transferable. 

Entries. 

24.  — All  entries  are  free  to  members  of  the  Society  and  must  be 
made  with  the  Secretary,  personally,  or  by  registered  letter,  on  or 
before  5.  p.  m.  Sept.  14th.  An  extra  charge  of  one  dollar  will  be  made 
on  all  entries  received  after  that  hour.  This  rule  will  be  strictly 
enforced. 

25.  — Entries  must  in  all  instances  be  made  in  the  name  of  the 
bona  fide  owner,  and  unless  this  rule  be  observed  no  premium  will  be 
awarded,  or  if  aware  ed  shall  be  withheld. 

26.  — No  animal  or  bird  may  compete  in  more  than  one  class  or 
section,  except  for  Herd  and  Special  prizes. 

27.  — No  competitor  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  one  premium  in 
the  same  section. 

28.  — No  two  members  of  the  same  family  shall  compete  against 
each  other,  in  the  same  class  or  section  unless  carrying  on  a  distinct, 
separate  business. 

29.  — All  entries  of  thoroughbred  stock  for  prizes  must  be  accompan- 
ied with  a  deposit  of  a  certificate  of  registration. 

30.  — Exhibitors  of  all  animals  in  Classes  8  and  9  must  produce  a 
certificate  of  weight  of  the  animal  in  question  before  being  allowed  to 
compete. 

31.  — On  the  entry  of  an  animal  or  bird,  a  card  will  be  furnished 
the  exhibitor,  specifying  the  class,  section  and  number  of  the  entry, 
which  must  remain  attached  to  the  animal,  pen  or  coop,  as  the  case 
may  be,  during  the  Exhibition. 

32-— AH  entries  must  be  written  in  full  by  the  exhibitor  on  the 
entry  forms  provided  by  the  Society. 


Judges  and  Judging. 

33.  — Judging  will  commence  at  9.  a.  m.  sharp,  Tuesday  Sept.  17. 

34.  — The,  Judges  are  particularly  requested  not  to  leave  the  grounds 
until  they  have  ascertained  from  the  Secretary  that  there  are  no  protests 
against  the  awards  in  the  classes  they  have  judged. 

35.  — Should  there  be  only  one  exhibit  in  the  class  or  section  the 
julges  can  use  their  own  discretion  as  to  awarding  a  premium,  and  in 
all  cases  where  they  do  not  think  the  animal  worthy,  they  can  with- 
hold the  premium.  Judges  can  in  no  cases  award  a  prize  unless  they 
consider    the  exhibit  actually  worthy  of  such  prize. 

36.  — The  Judges  will  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  previous  to 
the  exhibition,  and  will  receive  a  circular  informing  them  of  the  fact 
and  inviting    them  to  act. 

37.  — Upon  the  discovery  of  any  fraud,  deception,  dishonest  practicee 
or  misrepresentation  in  regard  to  any  stock  exhibited,  which  may  have 
influenced  the  decision  of  the  Judges  ,  the  Executive  Committee  have  the 
power  to  withhold  the  payment  of  the  prize  awarded. 

38.  — All  prize  cards  which  have  been  affixed  by  the  Judges  must 
be  displayed  during  the  Exhibition.  Any  infraction  of  this  rule  will 
insure  the  forfeiture  of  any  premium  awarded, 

39.  — Any  person  not  authorized  to  do  so,  conversing  or  otherwise 
interfering  with  the  Judges  while  on  duty,  will  forfeit  any  right  he  may 
-have  for  a  prize  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judges  to  report  to  the 
Secretary,  on  handing  in  the  books,  any  infrigement  of  this  rule. 

40.  — No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  act  as  Judge  who  is  in  any  way 
interested    in  the  stock  to  be  examined. 

41.  — After  a  class  is  judged  it  will  not  be  called  a  second  time, 
exhibitors  may  govern  themselves  accordingly. 

42.  — All  persons  to  whom  prizes  are  awarded  and  who  have  not 
received  the  same  must  apply  to  the  Secretary  for  payment  thereof  on 
or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  of  the  year  in  which  such 
prize  is  awarded  or  the  prize  will   be  forfeited. 

flST'Read  the  above  rules  carefully  and  send  in  your  entries  as 
early  as  possible ;  be  sure  that  all  Fees  accompany  the  same. 

All  entries  must  be  made  personally  to  the  Secretary  at  his  office 
Court  House,  Richmond,  any  juridical  day  from  9  a-  m.  to  4  p.  111. 

Prizes  will  be  paid  in  full,  if  the  funds  of  the  Society  admit.
